London, March 8. — Marquis Filllppo 
Botardi, senator sinoo 1882 and for aoveral 
years president of the Italian board e( luna- 
cy commiaaionert, was inapaottng an insane 
asylum in the snburba of Rome to-day, 
when a lunatic attacked him. Tile attend- 
ants wero not on band and the senator was 
thrown to tho floor and terribly beaten be- 
fore help arrived. W hen tho maniac was 
overpowered the aonator had become un- 
oongoioae. The aaylnm pbyaioians pro- 
unoed his wonnds mortal. This ovoniug 
it in siild that ho will die before morning. 

An iron tablet bearing I'rlnuo lilamarok's 
name in gold letters is to bo erected on 
April 1 on tho Mittagatoin, a granite rock 
ii) feet high In tho Uiunt mountains, and 
tho rook will be roohriatened " Tho BIs- 
maroksteln." The Prince recently received 
a deputation of students at tho Frledricha- 
rube castle and presented to them a stl- 
houetto portrait of himself as a Goottingon 
student. 

Thb action of tho Reichstag in refusing to 
celebrate Bismarck's birthday has evoked 
bittor oriticlem throughout tho empire. 
Although the Catholio deputies were the 
prlnoipul oppoQoiitB tf the celebration, tho 
South German nowspapera denounoo tho 
Reichstag's dooislon In the strongest terma. 

At Is reported that tho Uisoonto Geselle- 
ohaft and the Norddeutech banks of Ham- 
burg will bo amalgamated under the title of 
the " NorddeutBoh Bank of Hamburg." 
Tho capital will be 45,000,000 marks. 

The steamer Eisequibo, which arrived at 
Havre to day, reports passing an American 
vessel, oil laden, on March 1st almost 
burned to the water's edge, in latitndo 11, 
longtitudo 17 west. 

The crown prince of Siam, Cow Fa Muha 
Vigarval, who n as solemnly proclaimed heir 
to the throne, in Bjingkok, On January 7th, 
was to-day formally invested with his rank 
and title at the Siamese let^ation in this oity 
by a oommlasion named by the king of Siam 
for that purpose. 

Over eleven thousand bales were ofTerod 
at the wool sales. The market was strong 
and the demand active, supor greasy enmb- 
ing wools realizing extreme prices. Cross 
breeds were oooasionally dearer. 

The newspapers of Monte Video aro in- 
formed from Rio Grande Do Sul that Ad- 
miral Da Gama has invaded the province 
with a force of , "1,200 including a naval bat- 
talion. 

Sir Henry PonBooby, for years private 
secretary to tho C^)u-!on, and who was pros- 
trated by a Blroku of paralysis some months 
ago, is still in a critical condition and it has 
been found impoeaible to remove him to his 
house in St. James' Place, London. He has 
been so Indiapensable in making the arrange- 
ments for the Queen's toroign tours and in 
taking charge of all her aifjtirs while abroad 
that it is said Her Majesty may abandon 
her intended trip to the conkinent in May. 

William K. Vonderbili's steam yaoht Val- 
iant has been lying at Nice some time. Van- 
derbilt lives on board the yacht and is a fre- 
quent visitor to Monto Carlo. Nellie Neu- 
stretter, whose name has been mentioned in 
oonneotion with the divorce proceedings, in- 
habits a villa at Moute Carlo. 

The German reiobstag baa rejioted tho 
paragraphs in the anti-revolntlonary bill im- 
posing penattiea for public attacks on relig- 
ion and on the (lovernment. 

Right Hod. Henry Campbell Btnnorman, 
secretary of state for war, has issued tho 
army estimates for 1895. They are placed 
at £17,983.800, a decrease of £'221,000 from 
the figu'es for 1804. 

Presidt^nt von Levelzow in the reichatag 
haa formally cullKi Rector Ahlwardt to or- 
der for insulting lemarka made about the 
Jews during tho diaousaion of the Jowiali 
question. Tho ceneuro was received with 
loud applause. 

The Journal dea Debate announces that 
tho report that Germany has consented to 
participate in tho I'sris exhibition ia prema- 
ture as invitations have not yet been issued. 

In the Spanish Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday Sonor Lonia(|UOBb asked the govern- 
ment aa to the attitude of tho United 
States toward Spain in regard to Cuba. Tho 
miniator of tho coloniea aaid he had epokon 
to the United States minister only respect- 
ing the penalties forced upon Americans in 
Cuba. Ho added, however, that the rela- 
tions between the United States ond Cub > 
were cordial, as tho reception of tho Spjniali 
cruiser Neuva Kipuna, ut Tampi, Fla. , de- 
monstrated. Tho ct)mmander of tho cruiier 
had spoken warmly of the friendly demon- 
stration in favor of the Spanish ilag which 
had been mado by tlie authorities at I'ampa. 

The Neuewelner Tagblabb, of Vienna say a 
that the Servian minister is about to go to 
Frankforbtotound the Dowager Landgravine 
of Hesae as to the betrothal of her daughter, 
the Princess Sibylle, to I<iling Alexantler of 
Servia. 

Tho French deputies resumed last even- 
ing the debate on the army estimates. 
General Zurlindcn, minister of war, said 
tho government wore considering a bill to 
deal with tho army's elTeotive etrenpth. As 
to the aeaertion that Germany's military 
Byalem waa superior to that of Franco ho 
hold that war olouo could bo tho test- 
Deputy Vaillant, sooialiet, urged tliat the 
army bo iilnlished and militia be organized 
in ita stead. Deputy Richard, Socialist, at- 
tacked tho government for accepting (Jer- 
nuiny'e invitation to uend war ships to tho 
opening (if the North Sea and liiltic canal. 
Ho Bald the govoriiiuent'a action in thia af- 
fiilr waB the bitt;ereat humiliation which 
Franco had received since 1870. President 
Brisson objected to anoh langnage in tlio 
house. 



ITHE UNEARNED INCEEMBNT. 

A DlieuBBlon In the Uonso of Commons— 
ShRw Lefevre'8 Statement. 

London, March 8. — Andrew D. Provand, 
a Liberal repreaentiog a dtvlslon ot Olaagow, 
bronght up in the Honae ot Commona thia 

evening the snbjsot of the unearned incre- 
ment. He moved that " No system of tax- 
ation nan be equitable unless it include the 
direct assessment of anoh enhanced valne of 
land as is dne to an increase of population, 
wealth and growth of towns." 

Mr. Shaw Lefebvre, president of the local 
government board, replied that without 
doubt there had been a continuous Increase 
In the value of urban land. The landlords 
had eujgyod the full benefit of the increment 
without bearing their share of the increaso 
of taxation. Ho could not commit bimsolf 
to any particular scheme of reform nor prom- 
ise a government bill, bub he could express 
his hearty cndorsemenb of Mr. Provand's 
viows. After Sir Edward Clarke, Conser- 
vative for Plymouth, had argued against 
Mr. Provand, the motion waa passed with- 
out divleion. 

The short debate was heard with keen in- 
terest by the house, as ib bore directly upon 
i-ho vexed ((ueation of ground rents in large 
towns, moat notably London.

WASiiiNtiTO.s", March 8. — The interroga- 
torlea addressed to Sir Edward Grey, in the 
House of Commons on Thursday relative to 
what the United States proposed doing in 
tho matter of paying tbci Behring Sea seizure 
claims and the answer made by the Under 
Foreign Secretary it is thought might havo 
taken a widely diflerent turn bad tho 
Senate permitted Mr. Morgan, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign re- 
lations, and one of the arbitrators 
on the part of tho United States, at the 
I'aria tribunal, to have stated tho account 
between the governmonte as ho had prepared 
it and as ho sought to publish it in the re- 
cord daring the closing hours of Congress. 
Mr. Morgan asked to be permitted to print 
in the record an account which bo said 
showed that the claim for damages made by 
tho British government for the capture of 
scaling vessels in Bohring sea was greatly 
oxceasivo, but objection waa made, Mr. 
Morgan then gave in detail the names of 
tho vsEBols and the claims made on their 
behalf, wbich waa the atabemenb he desired 
to include in the record. The claioia 
showed that the amount claimed by Great 
Britain, with intereat, was $542,- 
169.26; the amount proposed to be 
allowed by Secretary Oresham was $426,000. 
Mr. Morgan aaid the schedule of claims for 
each vessel contained an item designated 
variously as " probable oatch,'' " balance of 
catch," " estimated balance of oatob/'etc, 
These wero clearly prospective profits or 
spennlative damages, and were all based on 
future or oontiogenb events, forming no 
basis of fact on which an rquitable finding 
as to tho amount nf damages could be pre- 
dicted. They should nob bo allowed, Mr. 
Morgan estimated that the ezcesH pro- 
posed to be allowed by Secretary Gres- 
ham wiia fully ?IS2,000- He added : "Tho 
above liguree and comparisons aro based en- 
tirely upon the suppoaition that every vessel 
included in tho aehedulo ot olaima submitted 
by Sir Julian Pauncofote was owned by 
a Ikitish subject. It appears, however, 
from the United Statoa counter caaea aub- 
mittod to tho H-jhring aea tribunal of arbi- 
tration at I'aria, that ten vesaols wero in 
fact owned by citizona of tho United States. ' 
He ligured up the general result as foUowa : 
Total amount claimed by tJ real Britain, $542, 
Iti'J. l'J ; total amount of claims of United 
Statoa oitizens presented, $309,85.'! S'J ; the 
balance resulting boirg tho amount claimed 
by British owners $1S2.U15 59 But of this 
amount claimed by British subjects, specu- 
lative damages were included to the amount 
of $lll,.'i'Jl, thus leaving the amount 
claimed by Bi itiah subjeols, leas speculative 
damagei, §70,924 53 " 

Senator Morgan therefore oonoludes that 
Great Britain olaima the sum of $542,109 
and that the amonnt dne with interest is 
but $96,102, making an excess in the claims 
without intnrnat over the amount due with 
interest of ?140,OG6. The Secretary of 
.State proposed to allow S4'J5,000, which ia 
by this account, aocording to Senator 
NI organ's figures, S.'i'28,897 in excess of the 
total amount duo British anbjpcts with the 
intereat onniputed- "The povoin- 
ment nf tho United States," said Mr. Mor- 
gan in conolueiiin, " haa mado no agreement 
ami no admlaaion of any indebtednoBa to 
Great liritain on account of any of those 
claims and haa not admitted any principle on 
which tho claim of Groat Britain la based."

Henry Clews Talks About tbe U. S. 
Loan and the Comiufir Bi- 
metallic (Conference. 



New York, March 8.— R. O. Dun iV Co 
to morrow will say : Tho congreaaional ad- 
journment and tho proof that, though tho 
rate of oichango riaoa to and oven above tho 
ahipping point, gold does not go out, have 
produced a much hotter feeling. Prices do 
not improve, and there Is on the whole no 
gain, but some loea in wages owing to tho 
strikes of 15,000 coal minora near Pittaburg 
and aovoral thouaond building worko a hero 
Tho liabilities of th:i fallurea in February 
amount to f 1 l,2.jU,l-J2 against $12,895,070 
laat year, J.'i t>l9,7S- being in manufuoturing 
ooncerna against $9,109 9SG laat year, and 
$0,924,092 in trading, against ifS,220,l,'07 
laat year. The fallurea for the week havo 
boon 23-1 in the United States againat 248 
laat year, and 58 in Canada againat GO laat 
year. 

liradstreets will say tbe business situation 
shows more improvement. From several 
centres this is declared to be dne in part to 
the adjournment of congress, and to some 
extent Co the better weather. Iho regular 
monthly report of wheat atooks in tho 
United Sbaiea and Canada for February 
bbows a decrease of 0,489,000 bushels on 
February last year, while January and 
February show a decrease of 16,46.'i,0OO 
buahela on the like period in 1H94 There 
ia no improvement in general trade through 
out Canada. At Montreal the buaineaa 
aituation awaita tho re-opening of navigu 
tion. Trade at Toronto haa been checked 
by tho bad country roada and their effect on 
the produc3 market. The outlook ia favor- 
able for thu spring trade. 

Henry Clowa, in his Wall Street circular 
of March 2, aaya that tho market aeema to 
have caught no inspiration from tho ayndi 
cato operationa ; and that fact appcara to 
bo producing, for tho moment, aomewhat of 
a reactionary oDTect in London. On tho firat 
flush of tho loan negotiation, London aoenied 
inclined to construe it aa favoring higher 
prioea for our aocuritioa, partly beojuae it 
was calculated to repair our credit abroad, 
and partly because it was thought likely to 
oauae more or leas of a boom on SVall Street. 
The entire abaouce of any homo reaponao to 
the loan tranaaotion and its aaauring at- 
tendant condition^, haa naturally disap- 
pointed and discouraged London, which has 
been a considerable seller of railroad stocks 
to this market, and the sales have inoladed 
tho aharea of some of onr best and most 
stable railroada. 

The reopening of an international discus- 
eion of tho silver question suggested by tbe 
recent otteranoe In the Britiah parliament 
and in the German reichatag, ia a hopeful 
symptom, and is an evidence of tho growth 
of sentiment In favor of the double atand 
ard among the iLfluontial commercial ole 
mont in England and the landownera and 
farm-jra of Germany. Tho governments of 
both nations aeom to bo more disposed to re 
apoct public opinion on this question than 
they were on the oooaaion of the coDfuronco 
of 1892 ; and tho official utterances in tho 
parliamonto of both countrioa aug^cat a 
atrong probability that tho whole prnblom 
may bo reviewed in the light of later experi 
once. To thia country, nothing could bo 
more wcloomo than the revival of a chance 
for tho Bottlemout of thia diaturbing prob 
lem. Ic ia a aigniticRnt fact that, in ihe caao 
of thia auggoatod conference, tho initiation 
cornea from the two nationa that wore mnat 
oppnned to any definite action at th'i gathor- 
gathoriug of 1892 Later oxporienco haa 
evidently not been lost upon them ; 
and the prospect of their more cor- 
dial co-operation towards a settlement 
of this problem is anew ray of promiao on 
the horizon. Standing alone, tho United 
States oould undertake free coinage only 
with the sure result of being driven into ail- 
ver mono-metallism ; bul, in union with tho 
leading European nationa, iho experiment 
could bo aurroundod by no such riaka. 

Wall atreot ia looking hopefully to tho 
end of tho jjreaent c mgroBB. With legiel i.- 
tion in aueh inconipoti'nt hando, thero haa 
long been nn room for hope, no poBaiblllty of 
ro-tiliency, i.'i any department of bufilneaa 
Apart from all party foiling, men of buei- 
neaa know that, under a Republican con- 
groaa, they have had a long continued run 
of confidonco and proaporily ; and, after 
Buoh a aorry experience au they have had 
under the opposito party, they welcome tho 
prospect of the return to power of those at 
whose hands they have received no such 
treatment.

And wubrbab tho Council of the Corpora'

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A VERDICT OF SUICIDE 



HetnrneU by the Coroner's Jury in 
tho Case of Nell 
Heath. 

The Story Presents ^'o New Features 
— Arraugeiueuts For the 
Fuueral To Uay. 

The traglo termination nf Neil Hoath's 
life was yeaterdoy tlie anbieab of a formul 
inquiry by a ooronor's jury oomposed of 
Mesors. George Powell (foreinan), H. L 
Salmon, Simuol Keld, H. S. Honderaon, W. 
Hancock and Janica Annua. The facta of 
tho Had oaso us adduced iu evidence wore an 
related iu yesterday's Colonist, and the 
vordiot waa thab the dooeasad oame to his 
death on or abont the lat of March initant, 
by a revolver shot fired by his own hand, ho 
(the deceaead Neil Heath) being at the time 
in a Btato of mental depression. 

Principal E U. Paul, M.A,, was the Gret 
witness. He idontitiud the body ut tho 
morgue an that of Neil Hcith, until ro- 
C3ntly asaiatanc master in tho Victoria Col 
legiate Institute, and said that ho con 
aiderod Heath during tlie period of their 
acqu^iDtaacs to bo very eccentric — a man 
easily excited and one greatly disturbed by 
small happenings which others would doubt- 
lees regard as trities. 

Thomas Obnurne, of Humboldti street, 
told bow ho had found the body during thu 
oonrse of a morDiog walk. He had at iirati 
glance tbonght the man to be sleeping, but 
aoon realized that he was In the preasooe of 
death. He did not touch the body, bub no- 
tified the police by telephone from the Vic- 
toria Gardena. 

Dr. ^. T. Watt deioribed the fatal wouud 
and bow the revolver muat have been hold 
■ome dUstanoe away at a right angle to the 
head ; bad the muzzle of the revolver been 
close to the temple when the weapon wue 
discharged, the akin would show powdur 
marks. (In this connection tho theory of 
the police is that it was held so very oloao 
that the esoapo powder entered the wound 
with tho bullet.) The bullet 9M entered at 
the right temple, passed through the ikuU 
and found exit near tho left temple, carrying 
away the hat and leaviug bloodstains and 
hair upon it, besides carrying spliatera of 
bone out of the exit wound. There was no 
doubt in his mind as to the wounds beiog 
aelf-iDflicted, and from the condition of tho 
body he judged the death to have occurred 
aome time about a week ago. 

Provincial Constable John E. Hooaon ex- 
plained briefly the position of the body 
when fosnd, aud testified to finding in the 
pockets $S 40 in money, a watch and chain, 
two revolvei' cartridges, and a pocket diary 
— bub nothing giving a cause for the suioldo. 
Subsequently ho had visited the room of 
the deoeaecd, but found nothing in bla be- 
longings indicating an intention to commit 
Euioide. In tho room wan tbe broken box of 
Cartridgea. There were -13 cartridges in the 
box ; theao with the five in the revulvar and 
the two found in the pooket of the dead 
man's vest, made the complete fif 'y. 

J. R. C 'lliater, of J. tjarnstey & Co., re- 
cognized the body at tbe morgue as that of 
a man who on tbe 6sh February oame to the 
gan atore on Oovornment atreet and aiked 
to see aome .38 revolvera. He explained that 
a friend had written from the upper oonntry 
aaking bim to purobaae a revolver for him, 
and aald that he would write thia friend as 
to the prioes and would oall again. His acc- 
ond visit to the store was on February IS, 
when he purchased the revolver produced In 
•ourb — a Hopkins & Allen — for $10, also in- 
vesting in u box of cartridges. He did not 
at tho time appear at all excited. 

Mrs. Steers, in whose bouse tho deceased 
had lodged during his roaidence in Victoria, 
testified to his home-loving disposition, and 
referred to bis recent aovoro illneao extend- 
ing over a period of at least three months. 
She had, she said, noticed a dififurence In tho 
deceased since his euapeneion aa a echool 
teacher ; though he bad said nothing to her 
on tbe subject, he seemed very much cast 
down. Mr. Heath was, she understood, a 
man with wife and family In Now Zealand ; 
abe did not know whether or nob they were 
dependent upon him. 

In presenting the evidence to the jury, 
tho coroner omphasiMd dlstinotly that no 
tontimony aa to insanity had been produced, 
white tbe fact of self destruction had been 
eooolaaively establii>hod. Suicide waa not 
to be taken as indicative of insinlty. Nor 
WAB there any proof of insanity in tho evi- 
dence ol Principil Paul th;kt tln! dicoaand 
had aeom eooeutrio, and waa easily worried 
over little things. Such being hia tempera- 
ment it oould easily be that the aentonco of 
auapensioD, which waa undoubtedly very 
heavy puniehment indeed admitting 
the violation of the aobool regulations, had 
preyed upon tho man's mind heavily. Still 
there was nowhere any evldenoe of insanity 
and the jury could only take the evidence 
before thom and upon it return a verdict In 
ttooord incc wil h tht ir obligation. 

Afcor n l)riof deliberation the foreman of 
tho jury announced that thoy had arrived ut 
a vurdlct that the deccupcd had met hi;-, 
death by ii gunshot wound ii.llictcd by liim 
Bfiif while no waa in a statu of mental do- 
proasion. 

Tho Coroner — liut there Ih no evidence 
that ho wae in a male of depreasion, and yuu 
liro bonnd to continu youriielf to ttio evidouco. 
How did you arrlvo ot thn conclusion that 
h" wftB dcprct'f '.'

Fifth— That said award shall continue in 
force as between the parties thereto for tho 
period of one year after the same »hM go 
into praotioal operation, and no new arbitra- 
tion upon the same subject batweeo the 
same employer and the same class of em- 
ployes aball be had until the fxpiratlon of 
aaid one year. 

The law does not seem to bo popular 
This Is what the Commercial Advertiaor 
says about ths law and the principle of 
oompulaion, whloh ia its distinctive obar- 
aoteristio. 

It ia safe to say that the wisest opinion is 
wholly averse to compulsory arbitration even 
in the case of the railroads. It ia oertain 
that men of very sound judgment regard 
many of the labor organizations as oppres- 
sive to their members, who are forced to be- 
oome members by intimidation, and as a 
menace to the welfare of both employes and 
employers. Yet this measure not only en- 
forces compulsory arbitration, bat compels 
individuals to submit to the dictation of the 
labor unions. 

Bradstreet's, whloh is very cautions 
and conservative In all that relates 
to business, evidently bolioves that the law 
ia one-aided. It conaldera it atringont whoro 
tha employer is oonoorned and lax whoro it 
all'aots the employe. " Thia dili'eronoo," it 
says, "does not suggeat (quality of treat- 
ment, but strengthens the impreteion that 
the bill ia framed to oatoh the labor vote." 

Thid United States compulsory arbitra- 
tion law is wo boliovo tho first that has boon 
enacted. L»w8 of a similar nature have 
been diecuaaod in other oountrloa but they 
were so palpably unjust as to be unpopular 
with both employes and working men. But 
In the States It seems working men have 
oeaeed to be opposed to compulaory arbitra 
tion. It will be interesting to watch how 
the new law works. Laws of thia kind are 
of general interest beoauae the same difii 
cultiea are to be met and the same problems 
are to be solved In all oivllized eountriea. 



oal, is accumulated in the handa of Chria- 
tiana in a proportion abselutely overwhelm- 
ing, and the accumnlation of icfluonce is not 
less remarkable than that of foroe.

Christian nations." In speaking of modem 
■licism, after referring with resppct tn the 
modern orliics, Mr. Gladstone adds :— " We 
muy still atk wnetber their tone and lenjper, 
apoakiog generally, have been such, say, for 
example, la Germany, as the Ohristiau com- 
munity was entitled not only to desire, but 
to demand. Have they proceeded under 
tho iniluonco of aentimeat auoh as would 
Rovorn ono who was endeavoring cither to 
wipe awuy external impuritiea or to clTaoe 
spurious manipulations from some great 
woik of a famous artist? Not the mind 
only, but the finger alao, of auoh a man ia 
guided by tondernesa and reverence through- 
out. Haa thia been tho prevailing and 
dominating spirit of the critical negations 
of the last half century Swooping judg- 
ments in answer to such a qucation are not 
to be delivered without broaoh of propriety 
and of charity, exoepb by students both 
widely and accurately versed in the whole 
matter."

GOMP OLSOR Y A RDITRA TION. 

Tho United States Congreaa near the oloae 
of the late session passed a compulsory arbi- 
tntlon bill. Tho new law. It appears, does 
not affect employers and workmen general- 
ly. It is to be applied to railways alone. 
The only areumeot in favor of the measure 
was that roilwaya occupy a peculiar position, 
as a strike on a railway atTccis not only the 
railway company and ita employes but the 
part of the community which the railway 
accommodates. The last great railway 
strike In the United States was most injur- 
ious to the business of a very largo propor- 
tion of the population. Persona who had 
nothing to do with tho dispute between the 
men and their employera wore, through the 
stoppage and the irregularity of tho railway, 
forced to Buffer serious loss. It is presumed 
that it was to prevent this loss and incon- 
venience to the general public that Congress 
considered itself justified in interfering with 
tho freedom both of the employers and em- 
ployed. It tried to take it out of their 
power to do serious injury to the business of 
the whole country. 

*' Daring the Debs insnrreotion," says tho 
New York Commercial Advertiser, " rail- 
way business was suspended over an extent 
of territory comprising more than half the 
continent. Tho fruit growers and fruit buy- 
ers of Galiforuiti IqHt tho greater part of their 
year's labor and all olasaea BuH'erod to some 
extent. The established method of dealing 
with Buoh a condition is to auppreaa violence 
by the strong arm of tho law, and there is 
no doubt ih kt it was tho groat and unneces- 
sary delay in employing tha military that 
caused much of the inconvenience and 
delay." 

It wag, we take it, both to make it un- 
necessary to call out the military at all and 
to prevent losa to tho community through 
diaputos Ijotween railway companies and 
their employes that tho law which appears 
arbitrary was enacted. 

Tho law providoa in the liral inatanoo for 
tho aottlementof tho diaputo l)y conciliation. 
If this ia not successful then tho arbitration 
is formed. Three arbitrators are chosen, one 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and tho second by tho 
labor organization to which the strikers 
belong, and a third by those two, but in tho 
event of their failure to name auoh arbitra- 
tor within forty-eight hours aftor their first 
meeting the third arbitrator shall be ap- 
pointed by the Interstate Commission and 
the Commission of Labor. Eithor party can 
take tho initiative in the proceedings and 
tho other cannot refuse to act. The follow- 
ing stipuliitiona must be signed by the 
parties to tho dispute : 

Firat — That pending the arbitration the 
existing status shall not be changed. 

Soooiid— That the award ahall bo filed in 
the clerk's ofliae of tho Circuit Court of tho 
United States for any district wherein tho 
employer carries on business, and shall bo 
final and conclusive upon both parties, 
unless set aside for error of law apparent on 
the record. 

Third— That the respeotivo parties to the 
award will each faithfully execute the same, 
and tliat the same may bo speoifioally on- 
forced in e(|uity ao far as tho powers of a 
court ot equity porniil, except that no em- 
ployo ahall bo punished for his failure to 
comply with tha award as for contempt of 
court. 

Fourth— That employes dissatisfied with

tEhe Bev. R. B. Haweis, who is soon to 
lecture In this oity, is a clergyman of the 
Chnroh of Gogtand. He is a man of ideas, 

and those who attend his lectures, whether 
they agree with what he says or not, aro 
not likely to go to sleep. He has contribu- 
ted a paper to the March nomiier of the 
North American Review, which he calls 
" The New Pulpit." 

" It may be asked," he aaya, " what I 
mean by tho NEW PULPIT. A pulpit in 
touch with the life of the period. A pulpit 
up to date ; interested in what is interest- 
ing ; capable of reforming religion ; reiolved 
to find why clever men won't listen to ser 
mens ; convinced that every pursuit, occu 
pation, disoovery and faculty of man should 
have a moral thrust, and be prepared to give 
ib. A pulpit of this kind has little to fear, 
but Bomethiog to learn, from leading 
articles. The Press can never be the 
Preacher's master, but It may and it 
should be bis indicator ; let him keep his 
finger upon its pulse if he would play upon 
the hearts of his people." 

Mr. Haweis Is decidedly of opinion that 
the *' new pulpit " is wanted, and that the 
laity who aooordlng to him ore demanding 
it will be aura to got it. It ia, he says, al- 
ready on its way. People we fear will have 
difierent opinions as to the orthodoxy of the 
new pulpit as it is defined in the North 
American Review and many will doubt its 
effectiveness; but it is pretty certain that the 
new preachers which are to make the new 
pulpit will be listened to — at least for a 
time.

TSB OHRISTIAN RELIGION. 

However men may ditlur In their oatimato 
of Mr. Gladstone as a politiolan all agree 
that he Is a man of wondeifnl ability, and 
that his versatility is amazing. His intel- 
lectual activity, too, for a man of his age, is 
phenomenal. Ho seems never to bo for a 
moment idle. He alill does a great amount 
of literary work, and that:, too, of an oxcoed- 
iugly varied nature. The London Times 
publishes an extract from a long article 
which he hae contributed to the forthcoming 
People's Pictorial Bible, which is shortly to 
be issued by Rev. G. (' Lorimer, D.D., 
Boston. The Times says " tho article ia 
clinraoteri/.ud by much logical tjrco,"and 
re-producoa from it tho tjllowing passage : 

Vast and ossential as ia the living agency 
by which tho work of the Gospel ia to bu 
carried on, and to which, indeed, it was tiist 
committed by the Saviour, that living 
agency is for the present broken up into 
tactions, whloh seem to maintain, or even 
to consolidale themselves on their separate 
bases, and no one of which commands the 
adhesion of so much as one moiety of tho 
entire body. But there Is no diviBion — at 
least there ia no groat i\nd vital division — 
among Ohristians even, as to tho canon of 
tho older TeatamonL ; aa to tho teatament of 
tho Gospel, or tho Now Covenant, there ia no 
dlviaion at all. Mr. Gladstone apeaka of 
tho dominance of t'hristluuity and its gen- 
eral application to tho human race thus : 
" The religion of Chiiat is for mankind tho 
greatest of all phenomena, tho groateat of 
all facts. It is tho dominant religion of tho 
inhabitants c, f thia planet in at least two im- 
portant rcepoota. It commanda the largest 
number of prcfeaaing odhoronta. If wo 
eatimato the population of the globe at 
1,'iOO miUiona (and aonio would state a 
higher iigurt), betwoon 100 and 500 millions 
of these, or one-third of the whole, are pro- 
fofising Christians, and at every point of tho 
circuittheqaostion is notonoof loeingground 
but of gaining It. Tho fallacy which accopt- 
od tho vast population of China as Buddhists 
in the mass has been exploded, and it is plain 
that oo other religion approaohea the numer- 
ical strength of Christianity ; doubtful, in- 
deed, whether there be any which renohos 
one-half of it. The seoond of the particu- 
lars now under view is, perhaps, even 
mnro important. Christianity is the religion 
in Iho command of whose professors is lodged 
a proportion of power far exoooding its 
superiority of numbers, and this power ia 
both moral and material. In tho area n! 
controversy it can hardly bo said to have a 
serious antagonist, Foroe, sccalar or pbyal-

"Sigma," aabs the oandidatoa for school 
trustee " what ptlicy thoy intoudod to pur- 
ine If they are elected to thia important 
position?" If your oorrespcn'lent will refer 
to the Col-ONIST of the 15th January ha will 
find a f*irly Incld ciprcaaion of my opiniono ; 
and I thou|ht ih»t, as this is of so reoent n 
date, DO further expression would bo nocea- 
aary than the card at present published. 
But as " Sigma " aslcs definitely for opinions 
on subjects I did not fully touch upon, it is 
due to him and othera who may wiah for 
answers on the same Eubjeots to reply 
thereto ; I will, therefore, venture to tres- 
pass on your space to do so. " Sigma " asks 
for opinionB on 

1. " A general reduotion of the sum 
spent for educational porposes by the city." 
In tho letter referred to I say : " I will 
support only such measures as will oondaoe 
to the benefit of our publio aohools." Now 
the queaiinu is, will ill oonduoe to the 
eflioioncy < f nir public aohools to reduce the 
e.xpendiiuri: in tlin only posBiblo way, i.e., 
by cultiug clown tho touchers' eularies ? The 
KJ per CL-nl. r»(iuotion npoken of by Mr. 
Hayward would siivo $1 000 out of the 
direct cxpondlluru by tho city. If thia 
saviof: of 10 per cent. menuH 10 jjor cent, 
lees eliiciency, I ihink it would be a deur 
biirgain for the city, hut I iini not, of th i' 
opinion. We must, have a t^eachinj niull, 
and we mmc pay them. Let Ihetii be 
ellicienl, and let u« pay them in hh uiltqunte 
a manner as wo can iiU'oril. This ia true 
economy, and would be jiintice to children 
of all claKisct', 

'2. " The touching of voc.ll music. " i am 
in favor of th" toaeliing of elementary vooiil 
jKUsic, BO long as it does not; interfere with 
tlio leaching of the throe K's. One toaohur 
in each school would be BuiBoient for all 
claaaea, who might take this aubjoot as part 
of their ordinary duty. 

3. "The policy of enforcing tho law com- 
psllins! fees from High aehool pupilu." The 
law also says that education shall bo free to 
all pupils between the ages of 6 and Hi 
Between those ages I think it would be an 
iiijustico to oolleot fees oven lu a high school. 
It pupils remain after that age It is for the 
purpose either of obtaining teachers' c^r- 
tifioates or fitting them for some profession 
that requires a higher training | but the 
pupils who remain after the aga of IG are so 
low that I do not conaider it ( .xpedlent to 
collect feoH, al proBcnt, at any rate. In niy 
loiter to the C'oi.dm.st ot J:uiiiary 15 I oay 
I would advoc.uo tho raining ot the standard 
of admieeioa to the Hi(^h school in order 
that tho training lmp;irloil in ihe lower 
Bchoolii might, bo n coiii|ili)te ordinary odu- 
oation to a greater nun.ljer of pupils, Tliia 
would o.iu'ie a reiiiiotion hi tho onmljcr of 
pupils alti'iidiiig the lligli iichool, and 
might poHsilily n.i.\'o it I' nuhtr'n aab.ry ; but 
what lu that, in coinp:»riuoii with the loss our 
pupils would sustain thi'ongh it '.' 

■I, Tho " appointment of an inupcolor or 
general overseer of tho city schools." What 
does " Sigma " mean 1 If ho means an 
ioBpeotor of the buildings, their sanitary 
arrangemontB, oto., tho oity has already 
provided for thia. If, however, he meaua 
an inapeotor over oduoutional matters, that 
is another thing. Tho provincial logialaturo 
takes caro of it through the Minister of 
Eduo*tion ar.d tho J'iducation dopurtmentj. 
{They say who shall tuuoh — what shall be 
taught— and what books shall be used. Not 



only that, but two Inspootors (most efficient 
gentlemen) inspect all schools, whether oity 
or country, at various times during tho 
school terms, and a watchful cyo Is kept on 
everything connected with their depart- 
ment. Where, then, la tho necoaaity for a 
city inepeotor ? The principals of schools 
have charge of and are reaponsiblo for tho 
tdiciency, discipline and caro of all in their 
charge, and I think it would bo better to 
leave well alone than to have more meddling 
and less teaching. And, consequently, I 
would bo decidedly against tho appointment 
of a city inspector. 

Tho policy of all civilized countries ia to 
educate all ohtldren free, in order that all 
lihall start equally in tho race of life ; and 
tho tendency is to improve both in amount 
and cfiiciouoy. Let us then, who have 
mostly been hampered in our race by in- 
C'lficient training, see that thoso whom wo 
are just starting shall do so with every ad- 
vantage we can give them. This is a worthy 
aim and is true economy.

THE BRITISH PACIFIC 

To TUE Editok : — I note that tho .staiiiit 
trios to discourage the British Paoific pro- 
ject, the burden of Its obj>iotlon bolni; ifaat 
Lt, will parallel the Canadian Pacific. British 
Clolumbia will hardly go to Ijoudon for in 
f<jriiiation afi to what, lines of railway are 
needed tor the development of the counlry. 
[i. id no 01 ill, to contemplate a road parallel 
10 tho C'anadian Facilic. I'raeticaily the 
.Sratisi'ii objection ta the lirilish Pacific is 
that thia province ou|^ht not to eontemiilati' 
any doveliipiiient whlcti doea not fi ed Ihr 
Ouadian Pacific. lOvery railway running 
oast and west muoL parallel that line, anil 
then foro would eonie within tho acupo of 
tho .Stutisl'a ol joetion. Tho only roadu of 
which it, would approve would evidently he 
I thoae wtiich run north and south, that ia 
U P. K. branches. If tho London paper 
held a brief f or thia railway it could hardly 
bo more one-aided. 

Wo aro further told that tho government 
ought to give an aaauranco that it will aid 
no such road, Ijecauno tho population of the 
province ia only SO.UUO. If tho Statist 
understood tho subject better It would know 
that the only sure way in which to inorease 
the population ia to open the aplandid area 
which lies outside of the Oanadlau Pacific 
territory altogether. 

It seems to me that it is about time for 
British Columbia to make a declaration of 
independence of Canadian Pacific doinina 
tlon. A road developing tho groat central 
area of Hritiah Columbia would not hurt the 
C. P. K. aa a railroad In an inlinitrsimal 
degree. On the contrary, by enhancing tho 
general proBperity of the province it, would 
materially help that road. Probibly ll.o 
announcement that the eonatrncliim of imcli 
a road liad been assured would have a tend- 
ency to depreno tho C. P. ft. stock and 
Hpeculatora might got their fingers burned, 
l)ut ttio now lino would not detract one dol- 
lar from tho value of tho old one. Aa I am 
notabloto boo that tho alfairs of tho pro- 
vinoe ehould ho regulated to suit tho idoaa of 
London stock apeculatora, I hopo tlio Gov- 
vernment will nover give the asauranco asked 
for. Such an assurance would bo a doath- 
blow to tho prosperity of the greatest Can- 
adian province. On the contrary, what tho 
province needs la not only tho British Paoific 
but a great feeder to that line penetrating 
the auriferous and timbered country lying 
between the f rater and the Yukon, An 



empire awaits development to tho north of 
anything the Canadian Pacifio can ever 
roach and it would be criminal to refuse to 
open it to oolonizition and ontorpriao, bo 
cause, forsooth, the railway for that purpoio 
would parallel the Canadian Pacific.

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THE HOSPITAL BOARD 

Deeide That Hereafter Indiana Can 
Only Be Received as Pay 
FatientBi 

And That All Pay Patients Must Pay 
In Advance— Other 
finsluess. 



At a long and intoreatlng aesaion yoater 
day evening the dirootora of the Jubilee 
hospital decided to in future refuae the 
privileges of the hospital to all IndiaDS, ex- 
cept as private room patients at the ubuuI 
ohargoof $15 per week, and also to coUeotfrom 
all poy patients In advance, thia latter step 
hivinp been found necessary in view of the 
riipid inuroiiso of bad dobta under thia head. 
The board also took steps to oorreob an un- 
forttin&te misnnderatandlDg thab bad atiaon 
with l>r. John liang, and afterwards die- 
p jaed of a long list of importanb general 
husinf na. 'I'hu meeting opened shortly after 
8 o'olock, listed two full hours, und wus at- 
tended by Prosidont Joshua DivIf-b lihI 
direotorn W. M. Chudley, Ooorgu iiynx-B, 
J. L. Crimp, G. H. Brown. Aloxaiul-jr Wil- 
BOD, I i;riverman, F. B. I'emberLon and J. 
Stuart Vatea. 

After the routine work of rei\diG|> and ap- 
proving; ibe minutea of the laat meeting, ttie 
board had iho pleasure ( f oonsideri-jg a let- 
ter from Mr. Fr^uik lljrroll, of Uik lUy 
avenue, ao jompanying which wua a gift to 
the hospital of $25, and in which the writer 
acknowledged the tilijionoy and comfort of 
the hospital in the following terms ; 

" I rugrot txtremely that it ia entirely out 
of my power to contribute a larger amounr 
as a thank (.fToring for the grcati care and 
kindness boatowtd upon my brother durinc; 
bis long iUntss. I take this opportunity of 
expressing the deep gratitude I ft:el loivards 
Dr. RichardsoD and all those who ministered 
to hiB wanta and tried to alleviate his hi!- 
ferings, and also for the great courtesy 
shown to myself and family." 

The board decided to aoknowledgo this 
letter and the donation enolosed, with siu- 
oera thanks. 

The long dlscusalon of the evening came 
next, Introduced by the reading of the fjl- 
lowing letter from Dr. John Lang : 

DOUQLAB STBKKT, VICTORIA. 

March 7, 1895. 
To the Prrsiilrnt and Board of Director 
the Prorinciol Jubilee Jlospitcil. 

Gkntlk.m i-.N, — At H recent meeting of your 
board of diruclora. your rlaltioK comiiiltloe lor 
February made a suitomeiil In ihoir report to 
■which I doHiro to draw yo\ir atlontiou. Tlij 
report atJitod : 

'■ A matter has beon called to the attention 
of your commilloo which doserves the Borious 
considera! ion of your board, viz , tho recent ad 
ralasioa of Chtnesa patients a-f free patiunl.s 
whilst perfectly ablo to pay. Tho majority of 
tlieae casea have obtained s-iRnatiirea to their 
admlaslon cards on tho medical cortlllcato of 
Ur. LanK. There Is at prcsonl in t,ho hospital 
a Chinaman wlio wia a pay pati-nt ot Dr. 
Jones, .-lud who a^retd to pay hl'n J'ii and ?10 
a week to Lhi3 hospital, to liave an oiieratlon at 
tho ho.opilal. lie Homohow learned o( the 
value ot Ur. Land's certidcatea, and having ob 
talned ono Is now in tbe hospital aa a free 
patient, to be operated on hf Ur. Uavio, while 
Dr. Jonoa has lost hia pitient and the hospital 
has lost pusaibly $10 or $50." 

I have obtained from the hospital records a 
complete liar, of Obinesa patients troated stnce 
October. 1803. and herewith enclose it. Tho 
li^t shows ihat during tho paaL twelve months 
tliero li'ivo been ten ChiiitHo adtnitlod to the 
institutioi! as free patienin. only two :)f whom 
wore adiiiii ted iiu my mcdloiil cortillc ilu. Ono 
of those was admitted May 19. l.StU. and the 
otlier F.-bruary 27, IliaS. Your committee's re- 
port profo.'^i'.ea to deal with ' tho recent admia- 
tion of Chiuoso patlonra' and accrelita mo 
with havlnK certified tho majority of theao. 
while the records of tho hospital show that I 
had not sent in a single case for overnine 
months. 

With regard to Mar Tun Du. admitted Febru- 
ary 27, 1895, tho Chinaman aald to have boon 
n oationt of Dr. Jones, I have to state thit he 
had been under my treatment for throe do38 
nrior to hiH admission to tho hospital, and that 
I had no knn--wlcdgo whatever of liis liaving 
oven seen Ur. Jonca profoasionally. I waa 
a.saurcd that tho man had recently arrivod from 
china and waH quite unablo to par. One of 
his clansmen, however, promised that a sul)- 
scriptlon would bo raised amonKstthe nallent's 
friends and a donation ^iven to tlio hosijital. 
Your commilLee'ii report, in so far us it ruLite-i 
to mo. being entirely without foundation in 
fact, I rospoctf ully request that yoa will bring 
the matter before tbe first meeting of your 
board of directors ; and in view ot the publicity 
given to that report, I must ask a like public 
retraction of it. 

I ahould be happy to moot yoar board and 
ii'iYO any furtlier intormalion on the subject, 
llclieve mo, youra talififully,

V. S,— The encloaod list waa compiled by the 
hospital clork and cliocked by Ur. Itlcliardson. 
C'-K'j No. C on the list liad been boon by me 
befoie admission, but was not corlillod by nie. 

Mr. J. S. Yatoa, In explanation, expressed 
regret that a misunderstanding had arineu in 
thia matter — not that aa Dr. Larg hud in- 
ferred the committee had intondcd any re- 
ll'.'Ction upon him. He should not ba taken 
advantage of by designing Chinesn any more 
than should the hospital, and the opinion of 
tho committee had been that he had been 
dcoeivtd as to the financial circutnstances of 
would be free patients in a number of oases. 
Tne report of tho committee had unfortun- 
u'l-ly l)r:on at fault in regard to tho number 
of Chinese froo palicnta sent to the hospital 
by Dr. Lang. The oommitteo had biaed 
Mieir remarks upon the information of Dc. 
Richardson, the resident physician, and it 
had since been learned that this information 
was Incorrect. Dr. Kiobardson explains 
liiat he spoke from Impression and not from 
the reoords, and both he and the c'>mmittee 
regretted that Dr. Lang had thus boon 
placed before tbe public In a false position. 
Tho oommitteo was not to blame; it was the 
iufornia' i( I hac had been at fault. The 
matter {i.r.-ing been brought to tlieir atten- 
tion ih: committee wjuld have teen 
rciuics in their duty had they not reporttd 
it lo ihf i)oard. 

Mr. Ilrown thought that if Dr. liiohard- 
flon wart to bo oenf uri-d iu this iiiatter ho 
should ho dealt with directly, and not given 
any back handed aiup by the cummittee or 
tho hoard. 

Mr. Yatea did not want to c-.-uPure Dr. 
H'cliardion — h^• v.-aH pp'.iaking merely in ex- 
I)lanalion uf th-) circurnstancua of il'.v case, 
though it biarno waa to altacn to unyone he 
did not see upon whom cisu it uould rest 
than Dr. RIohardaon, 

Mr. Daviea thought that very possibly 
tho whole minunderatanding might liave 
arisen fron) people, aa they often do, jump- 
ing at, c mclusions. Dr. L"vng oamo hero 
friMu Ciina ; hence Some might assume that 
tint (Jhinose went to him in preference to 
other physicians. 

Mr. Wilson bad come to the oonelualon 
that if there was to be any censure it shoald 
be npon tbe committee for making serious 
charges in a report against a prcfebsimial 
man without first invostigatins the fuutn up- 
on which their charges rested. The finger 
of professional jjalonsy was present in thin 
OBse, but he did not think Dr. Richardson aa 
much entitled to blaino as the committee — 
for the reason ho had stated. 

Mr, YatOB objected. It waa not, he hold, 
tho duty of the committ-'e to pnrsonally ex- 
amine tho reciTrda i.nd thus obtain delailvd 
inforinaliou in cases of the nreaent charao- 
tur, Tho committee should bo able to rely 
upon the hospital ofUclala fur such in- 
formation. 

Mr. Brown suggested that if tbo board 
had nnint«ntionally dona Dr, Lang injuBtiae 



an apology should bo tendered. Ha, for one 
was willing that thia oourao should be taken 

Tho spirit of the suggestion mot the ap- 
proval of the board and a resolution waa 
adopted instructing the secretary to com- 
mnnioate with Dr. Lang, oxpressicg regret 
that the objgctionable statements sbonid 
hava been made in the report npon erroneous 
information furnished to the committee. 

The resident) physician in hia report for 
February atat( d the number of days' stay of 
all patients during February to have been 
1,4S3 days, the average cost of maintenanoi' 
per day being $1.17. The nnmber of 
patients In hospital on February 1 was 5.'! ; 
there wore admitted 34; and discharged 3i; 
5 patients died; and there remained nndsr 
i reatmont on tbe 1st of the present month, 
•18, making a total of 87 under treatment 
during February. In conclusion the resi- 
dent pliyaioiar in hia report said : 

•' I would again draw your attention to 
the lack of tiro protection at the boapital. 
Chief Uoasy told ma when he waa inapect- 
ing tho bulldlnga that tho oity had some old 
hose on a reel which ho thought might be 
brought up here. If that wore done and 
the hose kept in readiness some supply of 
water at least would be available in case of 
firs. 

" During the laat two weeks I have been 
ao oooupitil in the morninga that I have not 
been able to give the atleutiun I would like 
to give to tho out patients. Tho out-patient 
attendances numbered Uti iaal month, and I 
think it has now reached such dimensions ua 
to bo worthy of tho ore of an honorary 
phyaiciaii in charge of that department." 

Tho report went to tho commitieu of the 
month who will givo especial attention to 
the two paragraphs quoted. 

Tho matron's report noted tho resignation 
of the hospital cook and the promotion of 
her assiatant; donations wcro also acknow- 
ledged from Miss Cimoron, Mies I'ickard, 
Mrs. S'"eelo and "a i''riend, " 

Mr. Brown sought intormalion in regard 
to tbe resignation of the cook. She was, ho 
said, the best cook the hospital bad ever 
hid; sho was getting good wages too — then 
why hod she left? 

Pfosideut Divies suggested that she 
might have got married, and Mr. Wilson 
voluntooring tbe information that this waa 
the true and correct explanation, Mr. Brown 
expressed himself satisfied. 

" It's all right then." he ebserved. " ]>ut 
it's always the way. Just as soon as we get 
a real good cook at tho hospital some ono 
comc-B along and must marry hor 
— and tho bettor the cook the soouor oho 
gets married. Oh, well "— with a aigh — " I 
Buppoao wo Cin't help it." 

Steward Jenkins reported tho supplies 
aatiafictory and donations received Irom 
Mr. iClford and the Victoria lilco Milla. 
Thia report and that of tho i]ial;r(iii wont on 
die, tho contributors named to receive tho 
thanks of tho directors. 

Dr. Richardson's letter in regard to tho 
reception of Indian palicDts buiog taken 
from the table, tho propoeilion of the Indian 
department was at once bukeu into conaid- 
eration. This was that the department 
pay at the rate of §1 per day for all Indian 
patients claiming recognition as wards of tho 
government. Thia rate, Dr. Richardson ex- 
plained, would about cover expeason in or- 
dinary cases, but not surgical cubck ; the 
department absolutely refused to cotaider a 
a higher rate. 

The Fresident remarked that many poopio 
had come to the conclusion that, with its 
present aooommodation, tbe hospital should 
close its doors to both Chinese and Indian 
patients. This was a subject that demanded 
tho best attention of the board. They might 
also consider how beat to deal with the free 
and tho ordinary pay patients. At present 
they share a common ward and enjoy prao- 
tioally the same oomfortt.and it is naturally 
difficult to make the pay patients under- 
stand why they should pay $10 a wetk 
while those In tbo next beds pay nothing. 

Mr. Byrnes waa glad that that this mat- 
ter bad come up, aa be bad for some tlmo 
past been considering a resolutioD on tho 
subject of tho Indians. Tho moat objection- 
able feature of tho public ward waa that In- 
dian men and women shared its acoomtno- 
dationa with white poopio who would not 
think of having Siwashes come into their 
homoa. Tho Indian pationla wore uniiormly 
repulsive, and their presence was um|ues- 
tionably injurious to tho interests of tho 
boapital, A week's parboiling would not 
make some of tho Indians ho had 
seen clean enough to coino In contact with 
whitea, Tho Indiana wero tho wards lA the 
Dominion government and the government, 
not the boapital, ahould care for them He 
would have no objection to their rooiiviug 
hospital treatment if a separate ward could 
be given them, but aa it ould not ho moved 
that in future no Indian patients bo received 
at tbe hospital — nor any'parion living upon 
and claiming the privileges of an Indian 
r.tncheria. 

Mr. Yates expressed approval of tbe re- 
ao'uiion but suggested tlie addition of the 
words, " except on payment of a weekly f se 
of $15." Thia would provide the patient 
with a room and thus meet all oVjaotions, 
while (nctioally excluding Indiana troin the 
hospital. 

The eu£(gestion was accepted by Mr. 
Byrnes, and ihe roaoiucion was .imouded to 
roJkii I. a f jIIows : 

"That in tnlurc no lutiiariB or persona 
hivinj; the Drivilogo tii rcnidu3g wiOiiii the 
limite of any Indian ri'.nchi ria biiali bo ad mil - 
ted to till; I'rovincial I'.c.yal .lubiloc hoHpiial, 
except as pay palicnta on psyiiiciu of $1,') in 
advance per weelc, and ih.il Haiihii,;tf)n 
of llu< Indian dopartmeiil lu iiiiotniud of 
this roHoluiion." 

Tho only opposition olfored was by Mr. 
Wilson, who tiold Ihat thtro uhuuld bu no 
diiicriininatlnn against the loiiians, Ihu hor,- 
pital h::ing a aholterf.ir all ol iBjeci, independ- 
( nt of nalionalily or color or i re. d. 

Tho robolution was adopted on a vote of 
! oven to ono. 

Mr. ('Dudley thou;>lit that, the (|ucation of 
("hineiio patients riiri nut yet (iiniMiiii bpeclal 
an>;nti.in, liiit in viow of tho mcreaned diiii 
I'uliy ot collecliug from pay patients, some- 
thing should be clone iu this (luarlcr. Tho 
niAttor was debated at aoine leugib and was 
finally dlepoaed of by tbo adoption of the 
following resolution : 

"That in future all pay patients ad- 
mitted to the hospital shall deposit on ad 
ndttanco tho sum of $40, to be applied to- 
wards their fees for treatment aa p^y 
patients, and until enoh deposit shall bo 
made every patient admitted shall be placed 
iu the free ward."

HON. MR. EBERTS' COHSTIIDENTS. 



Cedar Hill Will Not Oppose tliH At 
torney- General, Bat Wants Com- 
pensation For Cattle. 



Farmer Incidentally Calls For 
Higlier Protective Datlea— Col. 
Prior Heard From- 



A oontidetable number of electors spent 
three hoars of last erenloK very ple&aantly 
and profitttbly in the Anglic*n Sunday 
aohool hall at Cedar Hill, whither they hud 
gone booanBB cjf an ttd^-ertiaeiiiont in the 
daily papers which said ; " All iioraons wlio 
favor ft ohango in the Kopreaentative for 
Soath Viotoria meet at Cedar Hill aobool 
hou«e on Friday evening, 8'h instant. 
It turned ont, however, that hie conatitu- 
enta approve of the new Attorncy Cleneral, 
Hon. D. M. Ebarta, Q C., as he is, for the 
result wng the uoanimoai adoption of the 
following reaolutiou : 

"Moved by David Stephena, BccDnJed by 
W. J. Clarlte : That Lhia iiioctins do not 
put ft man in t!ie field agalniit Mr. Kborte, 
but urge that the governmont take atrenu- 
ous steps to get compeneation for outtle 
already slaughtered and in qaarantino." 

The sohoolhoute was well filled when 
shortly after eight o'olook Mr. John F. 
Chandler by ananimoua reqaeat took the 
chair. There were several pttblio men from 
theolty present; and the Chairman In his brief 
opening addrtss said he thoagbc it most 
fitting to oommeniW the proceedlnKS by oall- 
ing npon the new Premier and the new At- 
torney-Oeneral, as well as Mr. Holmcken, 
to make a few remarka. Lient.-Col. Trior, 
M.P., jusb then arrived and wfti Krooted 
with applause. Mr. George Sangster baviut; 
been ohcaen Beoretary, the Prennler waa 
called on to speak first. Hon. Mr. Turner 
Buggeatod that it might ba aa well for those 
who had called the meeting to exprcBB their 
vlowB at the outaot. The Chairninn, however, 
said the meetinu had rfiully been called for 
buBineaa and not, for apeuchniuking, but aa 
Bovoral prominent gentlemen were preaent 
ho thouKhb that they should be beard now, 
and that the bnainess might be transacted 
later. 

Hon. J. H. Turner accordingly took the 
platform, amidst applauao, and expreaaed 
the pleasure it gave him to mako this hia 
first appearance in the Ctdir Hill dialrict. 
He spoke of the charge in the government, 
whereby the high honor of the position of 
Premier had been conferred upon him, acd 
In hia firsii addiess as the head of tte 
government he wished to say that bis policy 
would be to do what is right, to the beat of 
hia ability. He would have preferred that 
another man whom he coosldered a better 
one ahonld have accepted this necosaarily 
difficult position, but when be was prevailed 
npoo to take the offioe himself, he made up 
hia mind that the member for South Vic- 
toria was the man who, all tbioga oonaidered, 
should be oalled upon to fill the impottant 
poaitlon of Attorney-General held by the 
ex-Premier, Hon. Mr. Davie, to whom ho 
(Mr. Turner) paid a high tribute. Be told 
how hard Mr. Ebertf has constantly worked 
on behalf of hia constltnenta, particularly 
Bince the unfortunate affair of the tubor- 
euloais has como to the fronl , and ho thought 
the electors should know that Mr. Eborta 
is indeed a worker. (Applauae. ) Respect- 
ing the general uiraira of the proviuco, ho 
thought it undoubted that this year ia to be 
a hard one, there being a very 
general ecarcity of money, though 
there ia one bright spot, in 
the renewed activity of the mining industry, 
in which Kogliah and other capital is being 
freshly invoated. This of course will help 
the provincial revenue. Tlio good atato of 
the credit of the provinco has, howevtr, 
enabled the government to look the world 
bravely in the face, and to borrow the 
necessary money upon the beat posaiblo 
terms. 

The Chairman here aaked the Premier if 
he would bo kind enough to state the general 
policy of the governmont on the tubeiculosia 
quoation. (Applauao ) 

Hon. Mr. Turner in reply aald that aa all 
know the general act bearinsi upon thia 
qaeation was introduced with ijaite another 
form of contagious disease in view— that 
being hog cholera or some other oomplaint 
inotdeni to those animals, the other diseases 
having looidentally been included. It 
worked well in eradioatinK the diaoaae 
amongst hogs. When taberoulosia wua 
recently discovered, he had advieed tin' 
owner of the herd principally aliecud 
that he might receive compensation fur liiti 
cattle if killed under the terms of tin: 
Dominion aot, but the drat eorrospondi'nce 
with Ottawa not beini,' eutiafaotory Ijo (Mr. 
Turner) telegraphed Hon, Mr. D.ivio, who 
waa viailirg there, and who took up the 
matter. The Doiinnion government said 
that somo stepa would bo tiken ut the 
coming aesaion, and that iu all prohuhility 
somo compenKation would bo provided for. 
(Hoar, hoar ) He told Mr, McKuo all that 
ho had learned from Hon. Jlr. IJavie, but, 
unfortunately, nothing immediately came 
of the matter, and Mr. McRao being 
greatly troubled aaked for compensation 
f"om the province. Ho (Mr, Turnoi) 
could not promise thia, bub did agree 
to pay the cost of tbeir food while 
tho animals were In quarantine. Mr. 
MgRao wanted the further promian 
in an order in council that if an act werii 
brought Into tho loglalature tn pruvido com- 
ponsatlou no would reGeivo "it. This he 
(Mr, Turner) could not promise, as he knew 
that no act would be brought in, for one 
reason bocuuae the Itglaluturo certainly 
would not pass it. Mr. McUao then do 
lorred conaeuting to tho first proposition, 
and t he matter ran on until nt last, when 
ho did aocpp'", tho bill for tho foed uniountcd 
to a great deal more than first thought of, 
being $l,(iOO, which the govcrntnetit puid. 
They certainly wont beyond their authority 
in doing thia, but tho case aecmed a voiy 
hard one. Since then, a now uoL has been 
brought in, which if carried oat carduUy 
will no doubt tend to the beneSt: of the 
farmers geDerally, for It will give a good 
oharaoter to the dairy of avety man who 
sees that hia cattle are keptbeallhy, and his 
milk will bo accordingly aonKht for in the 
oitiea. (Hear bear.) 

Mr. N. Sabin, at Mr. MoBae's requoat, 
fipoke of his conversation with Hon. Mr. 
Turner when Mr. McKae was in Portland 
for a oarload of cattle ; and when, he said, 



he waa told by Mr, Turner that tho cattle, 
if they were killed, would certainly bo paid 
for, but it must be done quietly, "if this 
had nob been promiaed not all the police- 
men in the country would have been enough 
to have thnae cattle quarantined or Injeoted." 

Mr. MoRae — '* Tliat'a what you told me, 
ton " 

Hon. Mr. Tnrner said he abaotntely de- 
nied this, and he had never even heard thia 
statement before, the nearest approaoh to it 
being that it haa been olrcnlated 
that Inapector Roper made anoh 
a statement; whlbb, however, Mr. Roper 
certainly would nob have dared to make aa 
a government inspector. He (Mr. Tnrner) 
had never promiaed to pay or thought of 
paying for anything bub the feed, for which 
Mr. McRao waa practically bogging, at tho 
aamo time striving aa hard aa ho could to 
have tho government order the cattle killed, 
Thia they abnolutoly refused to do, but 
treated Mr, Mcliin as liberally aa posaiblo 
in paying for tho f jed and in paying also 
$'J(I for auuiu of the cattle aa to whose dia- 
eased ooudiaon there might have been u 
doubt. Such a thing as paying anything 
" on the quiet" Is an abaurdily, as every 
aenaiblo man must aeo. 

Mr. Sabin inaiated that he waa told thU 
and that Mr. Kberts had said to him that 
" Mr, Tomer'ii word Is good, but take bis 
wri'ing," 

Mr. McRio said that Inapcotor Ropor and 
Dr. Tolmie came to hia house together about 
the matter, and the loapector then told him 
that though all would not be compenaated 
he would be paid for his cattle. He com- 
plained that only his piaos and Tolmie'a 
had boon touched, as the government 
thought they bad " atrnck a kind of a cy- 
clone." He had lost fifty head if cows and 
could not now aell half the milk he sold be- 
fore. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said he noticed this waa 
a very dlSTarent version — being that Mr. 
Roper had said it, and not as stated a few 

momenta ago. Ho epoke of the visit of Prof. 
Saunders, when one of the beat looking cowa 
of Mr. MuRae'a herd, picked out by Mr. Mc- 
Rae hiniaelf, waa kllled|tc|Profoaaor Saunders' 
preaence, and turned out to bo very badly 
infected indeed. It waa very fortunate that 
Professor Saundera was here, for he ought 
to be a good authority. 

Mr, MoKio thought tho diseaan ia now 
being spread all over tho province, becauao 
the farmora are Belling their cattle as faat 
aa they can, so that they will not bo loft on 
their hands to be killed for disease. 

The Chairman aaked whether tho pro 
vinclal government intend to pay any com 
penaation. He thought that in theae timea 
of depreaaion tho government ought to be 
very careful in their inatruotiona to the in 
spectora, so that timea may not be made 
harder. 

Hon. Mr. Tnrner said under the new act 
tho provincial government cannot order any 
killing, but can simply aay that infected 
cattle aball be kept apart from those if 
neighboring farmers. 

The Chairman wanted to know if it would 
not be just and right to compensate Mr, 
McRae under the oirenmatanoes. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said It would be readily 
Been that ho could not aafely answer this 
without consulting bis colleaguaa and the 
legislature, for the payment gottld nob be 
made without authority. 

The Cliairman agreed with thia view of 
tho caae. 

Inspector Roper next took the platform, 
and explained how ho first had been led to 
visit Mr, McRio'a place, through being told 
that a very badly dieeaaed cow had been 
Bold. Hothonfourd nine that appeared to 
ho a great deal affected, and he and Dr. 
To!nilo thought that there were a good 
many more that were diaoaeed- Out of 
seven tested wiih tuberculin, six would not 
atand it, and when further teata were made 
forty-seven in all wero found (iieeuaod. 
When Proleaaor Saunders was hero Mr, Mo- 
Rao waa (|uito vrilling to have tho cow he 
picked out killed He (Mr. Roper) never 
promiaed that Mr. McRae would bo paid 
except that be might have said that if a bill 
waa brought in Mr. McRae would not be 
left out. 

Dr. Tohnio said he did not remember the 
exact words but thought that the Inspector 
stated that partial compensation would be 
paid — a half or a third or aomelhing like 
that. He might bo mistaken, however. 

Inspector Roper, in answer to a question, 
said be waa never authori/.^d by the govern- 
ment to promiBe any compensation. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, apoaklng from the 
audience, said if Mr. Roper waa understood 
by onyoiio to promiae oanipaosation, tho 
government should have been informed, aa 
such action on their part would be directly 
contrary to tho act. 

The Chairman then called on tho Attor- 
ney-General, who waa very cordially received 
a« ho came forward, 

Hon. Mr, Kberts said he felt it a compli 
merit lo bo called on before tho gen 
tlenian — whoever ho may ho — who 
ucjording to tho advcrtiaorneut ii 
10 be brought i.nl to oppose him an the ro 
preanntativo of thia diatrict, (Laughter.) 
I-fiH nainu having been mentioned by Mr 
S.ibin, ho felt ii hia duty to aay aoniolhing 
about tho inattor of t uberculnaia. Hia i 
vices were enlisted by Mr. MoKao, not ua 
the rcpicnuntative uf iho diatrict, but aa a 
profeaaional man, to help him out of hia 
trouble ; and hu (.Mr. Eborts) had aaid lo 
Mr. McRao, "Now (jeorgo, you wore a 
atrong opponent of mine at tho last election, 
bat don't suppose that I will not do all that: 
possibly oan bo dono for you 
thia trouble." (Applauae.) He brought 
the matter before the government, 
and Premier Davie spoke very feelingly 
about Mr. MoKao'a unfortunate position, 
and ofTored to havo a mauo 
for the oxponao of tho feed if tho 
government could not do moro. Ho aaked 
Mr. Moliao lo aay wliothor or not ho (Mr 
lOborla) had dono everything possible fur 
hiin. 

Mr. McRae— You did. ("Hoar, hear" 
and appUuae ) 

Hon. Mr. Eborta aaid ho waa glad to hear 
thia slated to thia audiorioo, for he had in 
deed dono hia beat, and no man could do 
moro. (Hear, hoar, ) He would very glad 
ly, had he been in a poaitlon to do ao, have 
Bubsoribed $50 to a fund to help 
out Mr. McBie, had not that 
gentleman been far too proud a 
man to take any aaalstanco of tho kind. 
The government had, aa Mr. Turner aaid, 
gone really beyond their right In giving 
the $1,600 compensation for food whioh ho 
had at last secured for Mr. McRao ; and 
the matter appears to bo plainly ono for 
the governmont at Ottawa, whoao act ro 
(|uiros that notice shall bo given to tho 
Minister of Agriculture by the ownor of 
any cattle found to have Infections disease, 



Such notice waa aent by Mr. Mo- 
RiO, bnt it was then diecovorod 
that laberouloais ia not in tho 
schedule uf dlaeaaea for which tho Dominion 
government may pay oomponaation if the 
owners havo nob brought on the disoaso by 
their own negligence. The reason of thia, 
no doubt, ie that tho diaeaBO ia a now one in 
Canada — or at leaatnow in attracting atten- 
tion. Aa to the afTaira of the diatrict gen- 
erally, he dolarod that he has given thetn 
hia utmost attention, he having oonslderod 
It bis pleasant duty to do ao, and ho waa 
glad that in hia new poaition ho would havo 
perhapa more influence on behtlf of 
his conatituenta. He thought the govern- 
ment had paid bis districb — not bimsolf — 
a high compliment in giving it repreaenta- 
tiou in the cabinet, and he wonld be greatly 
mistaken if the district refaaed to accept 
that representation. Ha did not ezpeob to 
fill the poaition ao ably an Hon. Theo- 
dore Davie nnmiatakably bad filled it, but if 
re-elected by hia oonatituanta he would do 
bis beat to discharge the daties of Attorney ■ 
General with credit to them aa well as to 
himself. (Applauae ) 

Mr. Joseph Traoey asked if Mr. Eberts 
did nob think that the province requires a 
more protective tariff. (Langhter and ap- 
plause ) 

Mr. Eberts said he would not like to dis- 
cuss this, 38 It ia a matter of Dominion poli- 
tics, though ho might say tbab he considered 
the preaent govornment about tho beat that 
could be put In, (Hear, hear and applauae,) 

Lt. -Col. Prior, M P , was thereupon oall- 
ed to the platform, and complimented tho 
elector who had put the (lueation, for the 
good aonao ho had ahown in asking for the 
protection which ia tho life blood of the 
farmer. Ho might aay thut ho hoped 
hia name v/ould bo put before 
tho coming Liberal-Conservative conven- 
tion ; and that i f ho and Mr. Karlo got tho 
nomination they would receive tho 
votea of the farmera of thia die- 
triot (Applauao.) Aa to tho tuberouloala 
question, if tho act waa put in force at the 
inntanco of tho provincial government, and 
tho cattle wore killed in consequence, ho did 
not Bee how the Dominion govornment could 
bo oalled upon to pay, (Hoar, hear ) Ao 
not very many cattle have been killed, he 
thought that the provincial government 
might well consider the matter of paying 
the compensation up to the preaent, though 
of course Mr. Tumor and Mr. Eborta 
OQttld not on their own reaponalbllity 
make a promise of :thab kind. If, 
however, it was hia fortunu to go again to 
Ottawa, he wonld be ready if deaired to 
urge the Dominion government to have 
tnberonloaia inoluded In the sohedule to 
their act, and If that act were put in force 
to pay tho componaation provided for under 
it. (Applauae ) 

Mr. i'racey again declared that the 
present tariff of the Dominion ia not aulii- 
oiently protective for tlie farmora of 
this province, and ho wished tho 
morohanta to be stopped bringing 
in foreign produce at leas than it cm bu 
grown for hore. (Hoar, hear.) A good protec 
tlvo tarifT ho 1 bought would enable foun- 
dries and fttctorioa and other Induatries to 
ho started here ; but ho bolieved that with 
out a protective tariff tho farmers would 
starve before tho next four years are out. 
("Hoar, hear " and applauao.) 

Col. Prior — "And yet thoyaay IhatMesBra. 
Templeman and Milno are going to awoop 
thia constituency— that they will get ail the 
votes of the farmera of thia diatrict ! (Ureat 
laughter ) I hope my friend tho reporter 
of the Times, here, has taken down every 
word this yoQDg man has aaid. I don't 
know hia name, but when I atep down from 
the platform I am going to ahake bands 
with him and tell him I believe every word 
he says, and I don'c know but what ho 
wonld make a more eloquent ropre 
aentatlve than I would, for ho 
apeaka with a great deal of feeling," 
(Laughter and applause.) Continning, Col. 
Prior reminded the audience of the apesch 
on the tarifif delivered by him in the Uouso 
of Commons last seaaion, when he atrongly 
advocated protection for the farmera as 
well aa for everybody olae, and ho hoped they 
had road It in tho Colonist. (Hear, hoar.) 

Tho Chairman aaid there waa ono gentle 
man whoao conduct in tho Icgialaturo ho had 
admired very much — not to aay anything 
against anybody else — and that waa Mr 
Holmcken, whom he now oalled. (Great 
applauBB. ) 

Mr. H. D. Helnicken, M.P.I*., came for 
ward in roaponao, receiving an ovation aa ho 
took his place upon tho platform and remind 
ed tho audience that ho had represented this 
dialrict ever since he waa born. (L»ugh 
tcr ) Upon hia return from England, where 
he waa when the recent session opened, he 
hoard of the trouble in which his friends 
Mr, Tolmie and Mr. MoRao wero with 
respect to their cattle, and ho had naturally 
Intereated himself on their behalf and on 
behalf of the farmers generally. He thought 
the ftdvioe of the farmera might well be 
taken on thia question, for they know what 
is beat for them a great deal better than 
anybody else does. (Hear hear.) Nothing 
should be done to raise a soars agtinat a 
man's oattlo, and he thought too muob has 
boon made of thia tuborculoBis bualnesa. He 
agreed that tho provincial government have 
no right to grant compensation, but thought 
that, in the words of Mr, MoKao, the gov 
ornmont havo in theae caaea "struck a cy- 
clone," and if they havo made a miatuk 
when they find It out llicy ought to p.iy up 
like men. Hu did not know much about 
luborculoaiu or tuberculin, but did know 
that the diaeaae urd tho teat are 
being imiuirod into in En(jland junt now, 
aa the rcanlt of whicii it will be 
learned whi th' r or not it ia right 
l(j ap|j|y tuborculoin 1 ir a teat. Hia own 
poaition ia that it, is hia duty to oblnin a 
remedy fur any wrong done to hia conali 
luunlH, and if ho thought tho ownera enti- 
tled to componaation for cutllo, he would 
Btand up in the houao and say ao plainly. 
(Applause.) Ho considered that the loca 
government havo no right to take any action 
m this matter, but admitted that tho now 
act of tho legialaturo will have a good effect 
in restoring tho public's confidence in the 
milk and meat and butter ofiTored 
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Highest Hc.'^O'-s— Worlid's Fair.

To come to tho particular busineaa of the 
meeting, he wiahed to aay that he hoped no 
one would come out againat hia old friend 
Mr. Ebarta, who has moat deservedly 
boon promoted to the ofEca of 
Attorney-Cieneral ; but that on nomination 
day tho Hon. 1). M, I'^borta will he returned 
unopposed. (Applauae.) 

Tho Cnairman aaid he would like very 
much If the Premier would make aome 
definito announcement with roapecc to com- 
penaation. 

Hon. Mr, Turner, in response, aaid ho 
would repeat that the provincial govern- 
ment will do all in their power to obtain 
oompenaation from the Dominion govern- 
mont. If the Province pays ont the money, 
it ia almost a certainty that it will 
not be repaid, and he thought it 
much better to continue to urge on the 
Dominion that that government shall pay 
the oomponsation oalled for. He was not at 
liberty to aay to-night what would be done 
la tho event of a refuaal on their part, bnt 
bo could aay that when Hon. Mr. Davie 
waa in Ottawa he had the very hlgheat 
authority — that of the then Premier there — 
that at the next session something would be 
done for the relief of the farmers of the 
whole Dominion. (Hear, bear.) 

Mr. Tracey wanted to know why people 
whofo animals died from other diaoasis 
ahould not alaobo recomponsod. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Turner — There la a groat deal 
in that. (Hear, hear. ) 

The Chairman then invited all those not 
in sympathy with the stated object of the 
mooting to retirn so that tho rest could con- 
aider the busineaa (or which thoy had como. 
There waa accordingly a general movement 
towards the door, but about half the audi- 
ence stopped at tho back of the hall to hear 
the further proceodinga. After several 
requests from tho Chair that anyone having 
a resolution to propose should present it, 
two or three gentlemen expresaod tho 
opinion that it would be foolish 
to oppose tho ro election of tho 
Attorney Gouoral, though many farmers 
feel that a grievance exists in tho componsa- 
tion matter, Finally the resolution printed 
above waa proposed and adopted unani- 
mously, and after a vote of thanka to the 
Chairman and Secretary the electors dis- 
nersod.
